Conquering Debt-Burdened Farms 


GAIN, the association has turned its atten- 
tion to the Okanagan valley of British Col- 


umbia, the great fruit district where over: 
ambitious settlers had failed with large tracts 
| because of over-elaborate methods and an un 


economic overhead. Fourteen families have al 


ready been placed there, growing fruit, tobacco’ 


and truck. It is hoped to place fifty more fami 
lies this year. But this effort is a little toc 
experimental yet to dilate on. 

So, too, is the planting of settlers under the 
scheme in the tobacco districts of Kent, Essex 
and Elgin counties of Ontario, although it is plan 
ned to send there this year forty-four families of 
German Lutherans and Mennonites who are ad 
mirably adapted to the task 

How are these people obtained? 

At the beginning of the year the association 
makes a survey of the families which will arrive, 
dividing them into four classes 

Families from Great Britain, the continent of 


Europe or the United States, possessing $1,000 | 

each in cash. 

} Similar families possessing $400 each 
American tenants or renters who can come 


with full equipment but no cash, ready to gamble |

The association has the co-operation of the 
immigration beerds in the west and of the colon 
ization department of the C©.P.R. Mennonite, 
Lutheran, Danish, Norwegian and 
&rant societies help in advising as to selectioy 
and settlement.

ties for about 1,100 families under the associa 
tion's auspices 

“We find it easier to get settters than oppor: 
tunities,” said Mr. Herzer. “It is hard at times 
to get people, the holders of unproductive Jand, to 
the viewpoint of letting these newcomers gettle 
on their land without a large payment down.

“It is such supervision and replacement that 
Bpells the difference between the success and fail- 
ure of the scheme. You can't turn loose men with 
European ideas, no matter how good they may be 
as farmers, aud expect them to succeed under 
Canadian farming conditions without at least a 
year's guidance.” 

So the association's inspectors hélp these set- 
tlers to buy implements and stock and see they 
are not stung at auction sales—and oversee the 
planting and handling of crops. 

Why do these people succeed in making land 
which has proven unproductive for Britisher or 
Canadian produce and pay dividends? 

“They keep tneir noses to the grindstone,’t 
said Mr. Herzer simply. “They cut down expenses, 
They reduce their standards of living, if neces 
sary, until they get things working right. They 
are willing to pioneer, to do without automobiles, 
Pianos and radios. 
| “Indeed, the grindstone stage is the most suc 
cessful“one from every point of view. It ie when 
they begin to get past it that our troubles often 

| beyin. Working on a half-crop basis as they fre 
quently do, very good crops mean money to spend. 
Then everybody wants to sell them something 
they do not need—and we have to watch that 
they do not become indebted until the land debts 
are paid.” 

On many of the larger farms the owner or 
vendor frequently keeps a manager who super- 
Vises the effoyt of the new settlers and their use 
of stock and implements. In other cases the asso- 
Clation’s own inspectors do the supervising. 

The fact that many of these people have no 
money to start with is easily overcome. They 
have the use of the implements of the farm to 
grow their own food. They have cows to supply 
milk and hens to supply eggs. Though penniless, 
they can start right in to live and work, knowing 
that by their effort they may become owners of 
all this themselves. 

“We never give them money,” said Mr. Herzer. 
“We don't need to. We give them the cow, the 
horse, the implements of the farm—we give them 
acvice—and let them work out their own salva- 
tion.”

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N previous articles we traced the St. Lawrence 
waterway project up to the point of the pre- 
sent negotiations between the two federal 

fovernments concerned. 

We had seen its physical features with 
the possibilities they hold of navigation and 
electric power and were looking at what had 
been done to use them. We followed the hap 
hazard course of events in the years prior to 
1920 and then we traced the slow steps of the 
Past eight years by which after a long eeries of 
investigations both the government of Canada 
and the government of the United States have 
received their final reports from their respective 
engineers and national advisers. 

The Canadian government received the report 
of its national advisory committee on January 14, 
19 and this is the dividing point in the story. 
lt marks the end of the period of investigation, 
except for certain details, and the beginning of 

gotiation and performance. it is the etart 

the last lap. 

Vhis report of the advisory committee is 
worth understanding because it constitutes vir- 
tually the plan by which the government pro- 
poses now to carry through the waterway. We 
fuw the ten chief points of the report last week 
and they are not at all difficult, but the factors 
which shaped these points are not quite so eim- 
pie. 
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The whole St. Lawrence project, in fact, is | 


not quite so simple as it may have appeared. 

its tremendous advantages in navigation and 
power are obvious enough and as an engineering 
problem it has a ready solution. But there are 
other difficulties, Otherwise the waterway would 
probably have been built long ago and there 
would not be all this discussion and doubt which 
you see in the papers every day. 

These difficulties are the factors which have 
shaped the advisory committee's plan on which 
the government is acting. Here are the main 
ones: 

1. The international factor. This is expressed 
in the fear that we are going to let shrewd 
Uncle Sam eteal either our waterpower or our 
navigation rights or both in the St. Lawrence 
river. There is in existence w treaty, called the 
Washington Treaty of 1871, by which navigation 
throughout the river to the sea shall “forever 
remain free and open for commerce to citizens 
of the United States.” But it is argued now that 
this privilege does not include use of canals tn 
Canadian territory along the river and that any 
internationa! construction of the waterway is 
bound to involve surrender of our righte and in- 
crease of American control. There are gentle- 
men in Montreal who have waxed strangely 
Patriotic on this point. 

2. The factor of cost. 
waterway, in ite final form, is put at $620,000, 
000 and it is feared that even with an inter. 
national bargain this will impose too heavy a 
hurden on @ young country already carrying the 
load of earlier railroad ventures and war debt. 
And without an international bargain the fear 
becomes a ceriainty.

The plan proposed ie 
that these jobs will be turned over to private 
companies which wil) then be required to hand 
back to the federa) government the navigation 
ghannels complete and free of cost in return for 
the power. 

The works which the American government 
is to band back in the international sections are 
also to be free of cost, including Canade’s half 
of the power development.

HERE you have the plan of the national ad
